He said that, although the train 
was travelling at between 50 and 
60 miles an hour at the time, the 
engine was pulléd up within ten 
carriage lengths. Fireman Snowden 
paid a tribute to the doctors, and 
a priest, whose names he did not 
know, for their attention after the 
accident. “ After receiving first aid, 
we were.taken on stretchers to a 
bus and rushed to hospital, where 
everything possible is being done 
for us,” he added. The other two 
injured men were too ill to be inter- 
vie 

Mr. C. Smith, stationmaster at 
Donabate, told our reporter that 
there was no panic following the 
accident. Before leaving Donabate 
the passengers on the train made a 
collection and left it for the injured 
driver and fireman.

“E” not insured, and not in strong 
financial position during period of 
case. Paid weekly compensation 
30s. per week, and later 37s. 6d. 
per week emergency ‘increase, but 
failed on several occasions to do so, 
“W” had then to resort to court 
again. Six attempts made to effect 
a lump-sum settlement in order that 
“W,” a young man,.could go to 
some other work or start a small 
business of his own, consistent with 
his disability, failed, mainly by 
reason of employer’s financial posi- 
Finally, in August, 1945, 
settlement reached on lump-sum 
basis, and paid. 

Just consider this case for a 
minute. A young man, only 
years old, is immobilised for over 
nine years. For a considerable ror- 
tion of this period he could have 
been engaged in some other gainful 
employment. He had limited move- 
ment of right hand and arm, but 
otherwise he was a healthy, intelli- 
gent, indeed, a handsome specimen. 
ut he could not do so, because 
the employer could then have 
applied to the court to reduce or 
annul the weekly compensation. A 
good life is virtually destroyed. 

(2) In cases of total disability the 
weekly compensation is 30s, per 
week, increased to 37s. 6d. per week 
as an emergency benefit. Surely 


| this is grotesquely inadequate. Can } 


a man with a wife and four 
children exist on 37s. per 
week? His rent alone would be 
anything from 10s. to 15s. per 
week, The result “of this is just 
appalling. The family is starving, 
and after a few months all credit is 
stopped and a heavy burden of 
debt incurred. Profound unhappi- 
ness is in the home; and the work- 
man, in his agony, goes to his 
solicitor, and begs him to try and 
et a lump-sum settlement with the 
nsurance Company. The solicitor is 
in a hopeless position. He is torn 
between his duty and his interest to’ 
et a good settlement, on the one 
and, and his feelings for the man, 
his wish to bring immediate relief, 
on the other. _Insurance companies 
look upon the whole business in an 
abstract and actuarial way, and will 
endeavour to get the best settle- 
nent from their point of view. Is it 
necessary to ask who suffers? 

(3) Bearing in mind the foregoing 
cases, it-should be pointed out that, 
“! the existing law (see 27 Act, 
1934), the employer can apply to 
the Court to redeem the weekly 
payment by a lump-sum settlement, 
but the worker cannot, 

(4) Medical Service. Of course, 
the injured workman has the benefit 
of our hospital system.

Precision Needed in Use of 
Political Terminology 


By RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 


AMONG the delegates of the 
League for a Free Palestine 
who have accompanied Senator 
Gillet to London from the U.S.A.

Western university. He recently 


took part in a broadcast debate on” 


One 
of the speakers suggested that 
t be less ready to co- 
operate with Britain if we aban- 
doned _ conscription. Professor 
Smertenko countered this argument 
by saying that Americans would 
be shocked if Britain were to con- 
tinue conscription in peace time,

If this confusion really exists in 
the minds of the American public, 
it would seem that Professor Smer- 
tenko and his fellow-professors of 
English have: somewhat failed in 
their task of educating American 
public opinion. Conscription, of 
course, has nothing whatever to do 
with Fascism, an as existed in 
different forms long before Fascism 


America mi 


was ever thought of. The modern |- 


form of a conscript army, based on 
the obligation of universal service 
to the State, dates, in fact, from the 
days of the French Revolution, 
which, whatever else may be said 
about it, had little mé to do 
with Fascism. The “levée en 
masse,” with which the French 
Revolutionary Government 
organised its citizens for the 
defence of their country against 
the foreign. coalition “which 
sought to re-impose the Bourbons 
on the throne of France, is the 
direct historical precursor of the 
conscript armies. which have 
— in nearly all countries since 
then. 


CONFUSION .OF MIND 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain fell 
into a similar confusion of mind 
in ‘the days before the war when 
he was refusing to impose con- 
scription in time of peace, despite 
the war menace of Hitler. He 
said that imposing conscription in 
time of peace would be “ contrary 
to all our democratic traditions.” 
It certainly is contrary to British 
tradition to have conscription in 
time of peace, but there is nothing 
contrary to the principles of demo- 
cracy in. raising an army by com- 
pulsion. We would all like to be 
able to live in a world in which 
national armies were réduced to 
the minimum. But, so long as 
national armies are needed for 
national defence, it is surely plain 
that conscription, so far from 
being a Fascist device, is, in fact, 
the only democratic méthod of 
raising them. 

The method by which a state de- 
cides to raise its army has nothing

N a certain evening many years 

ago, a distinguished old Dublin 
artist came into that famous wine 
vault, beneath Dame street: which, 
in the cighteenth century bore the 
name of “The Rose and Bottle.” 
The artist was carrying in his hand 
his pince-nez—or what remained of 
them, for I could see at a glance 
that an accident had occurred. ‘To 
my query as to how the accident 
had happened, he replied in his slow 
ennunciation—that deep and musi- 
cally-accentuated speech which is 
the perfection of the “Dublin 
accent "—"* I don’t rightly know, but 
1 dropped them, and when I picked 
them up out of the saw-dust they 
were like that.” I can still see the 
fine old man as he stood there with 
the remains of the shattered glasses 
in his powerful hand, his long grey 
moustaches drooping about his 
mouth, the immense breadth of his 
shoulders, his shaggy eyebrows— 
looking, for all the world, like one 
of those highland cattle which he 
loved to paint. On a later occasion, 
one or two of these paintings were 
destroyed in the fire which burned 
down the Royal Hibernian Academy 
in 1916. On my inquiring of the 
old artist as to the fate of: his 
works (I knew that a certain amount 
of compensation had been paid to 
those who had exhibited pictures in 
that year) he replied: “I did fairly 
well. thanks; I made the price of the 
beasts.” 


The Rose and Bottle 


“ Many years ago,” I have said; 
for to-day that tragedy of the 
broken glasses could hardly have 
occurred. Instead of the rough 
floorings of the taverns in which we 
used to meet andes talk and 
drink, we have those abomin- 
able products of  to-day—the 
“lounges,” with their accompany- 
ing horrors, male and female. 
Instead of the fine talk, the wit— 
often Rabelaisian, it is true—of 
such hhabitués as the old artist—who 
was, incidentally, just as good an 
artist when he talked as when he 
painted—we have the inane giggle, 
the fatuous small talk of the new 
and brainless “smart-set.” The 
famous old cellar still exists beneath 
the busy street, and some ghostly 
atmosphere of an earlier day may 
still be sensed, but a re-arrangement 
of the celebrated. barrels has re- 
moved for ever that long and 
dimly-lit space in which one could 
sit, over a pewter-tankard, and 
listen to the wit and wisdom, be-~ 
wildering in its richness, which 
came from the lips of the poets and 
artists and College professors, who 
used to find their way down there 
by that mysterious winding stair- 
case, which was named—out of 
respect to certain rare but welcome 
visitors—*“ The Divinity Entrance.” 


“They have gone, and their place 
shall be taken.” Alas, by whom? 
The Dublin of that day was rich in 
what the French people define as 
“salons,” but differing in many 
ways from the institutions as known 
in. France. I refer to those various

rooms and houses, in which, on 
appointed evenings or afternoons, 
one could be sure of meeting with 
the people who were then of most 
account in literature, art and 
politics. Amongst such places was 
the little héuse in Coulson Avenue 


{ (a house which should certainly be 


marked by a plaque, if our city 
authorities could ever be persuaded 
to undertake a project which was 
mooted many years ago) in which 
A.E. used to hold his famous Sun- 
day nights, to which every famous 
visitor to the Dublin of that time 
invariably found his way. 


Dublin Salons 


Another house which offered rare 
enjoyment was George Moore’s, at 
Ely place, on Saturday nights. Of 
this 1 have already written elsewhere, 
as I have also concerning those 
rooms in Blessington street, beside 
the old City: Basin, where the writers 
of that time were in the habit of 
meeting on Sunday morning. 
Another “assembly place” was the 
house of Jack Morrow, in D'Olier 
street, the scene of many a notable 
gathering, including one—ever to be 
remembered—on the eve of Easter 
Week, 1916. The company of Jack 
Morrow alone was rich compensa- 
tion for a long walk and a belated 
homeward journey. There. were 
many other places known to “ The 
Guild” in those days, but one of 
the most favoured—and, I venture 
to think, best remembered—by many 
who are now widely distributed in 
all s of the world, was that 
studio in Brunswick street (now 
Pearse street), in. which the artist 
then in possession was engaged in 
the painting of that gallery of Irish 
writers, politicians and “ notables,” 


| which (with the possible exception 


of the portraits painted by John B. 
Yeats on the commission of Hugh 
Lane), has. given us. the finest 
memorial of the Ireland of that day. 


The list of those who sat for their 
portraits in that famous studio is a 
engthy one, and includes the names 
of Padraic Colum, Joseph Camp- 
bell, Seumas O’Kelly, Ernest Boyd, 
Thomas Bodkin,’ James +¢ Stephens

gusto about the parodies and 
satires (mostly of novels and their 
reviewers) which make up the 
second section of this book that is 
worth all the serious criticism - of 
the first section, and all the social 
consciousness of the third, put 
together. “Mr. Mossbross Takes 
The Class,” in which we have a 
lesson in middle-brow satire of the 
Priestley-Linklater variety, or-a very 
funny imaginary autobiography, 
“Where Engels Fears to Tread,” 
can be taken as typical of this 
middle section. 

The first section, of orthodox 
literary criticism, contains some 
Lytton Strachey-ish stuff on Sterne, 
Swift and Chesterfield; Mr. Connolly 
is happier when he writes of Joyce, 
Gide and Thomas .Mana. I did 
not care much for his Rimbaud, 
but he rips up A. E. Housman and 
his worshippers with great dexterity. 
In two other essays he reveals a 
good knowledge of the Classics and 
—much ' better—a _ sane attitude 
tewards them. Those who know 
no Latin or Greek have the most 
exaggerated ideas of the worth or 
worthlessness of Classical authors, 
but Mr. Connelly takes a middle 
course with truly Greek moderation 
. In his last section Mr. Connolly 
is concerned with social problems, 
but we soon discover that there “is: 
only one such problem which 
absorbs his full attention—that of 
the artist’s position in society. A 
selection from his editorial com- 
ments in Horizon, 1940-43, is 
entitled “ Writers and Society ”; this 
and a study of “French and English 
Cultural Relations” are the longest 
pieces in the book. When one has 
penetrated beneath Mr. 
explosive style and his clamant 
individualism, one finds him wearing 
the cloak of Matthew Arnold— 
whom, by the way, he detests. He 
sees himself, in his sterner moments, 
as a sort of high-priest of Culture; 
it is to him the most permanent 
value in an unstable world, and he 
wishes that everybody could share 
the revelation vouchsafed to him, 
worship at the shrine of SS. 
Mallarmé and Flaubert, and be 
present when he marries, in the 
pages of Horizon, the cultures of 
Britain and France.

Romanticism and Realism on_ the 
one hand; Fascism and Symbolism, 
Communism and Naturalism on the 
other. Probably you can best 


describe it is a divorce between the . 


inner and the outer man, between the 
myth and the phenomenon, and it 
almost seems as if the English, with 
their liberalism, their utilitarianism, 
their historic hatred of pure logic, 
are unconsciously but stubbornly 
repudiating the divorce, and look- 
ing round for a new synthesis. We 
might as well admit that, though 
they like poetry better than anv 
other art, they dislike Eliot and 
Auden, and do not really care much 
for any Yeats but the early, tuneful 
one, and, while they were bend 
the best storywriters: of the nine- 
teenth century, they spit on Joyce. 
If you don’t believe me, read Mr. 
E. M. Forster on him. 
and French Influences 
That is why so much of the best 
English fiction of the past fifty 
years has been so provincial. It is 
not only provincial, but sometimes, 
as in Kipling, openly anti-intellec- 
tual. In Ireland we can see the 
position very clearly in the work of 
a writer like Joyce, whose influences 


| are continental, and others like E. 


C. Somerville and Martin Ross, 
‘whose intellectual centre is rather 


London than Paris. Naturally, I do. 


not mean this in a derogatory sense, 
nor do I intend to imply that they, 
like Joyce, had not read French 
the contrary, several 
of: their novels seem to have been 
deeply influenced by it. I am refer- 
ring principally to their finest work, 
“The Irish R.M.,” which was not. 
In considering it, it is worth while 
to'remember certain dates. ““Madame 
Bovary,” the classic of French 
Naturalism, appeared in 1856; 
George Moore’s “ Mummer’s Wife’ 
in 1885; “The Experiences of an 
Irish R.M.” in 18 » while Joyce's 
“ Dubliners” was completed some 
time in 1905, : 

I have tried elsewhere to analyse 
Joyce’s great story, “The Dead,” 
so it is hardly worth while repeat- 
ing it, but it may be as well to 
remind you that it is a very long 
story, in which Gabriel comes in, 
scraping the snow from his goloshes, 
that he jokes the servant girl about 
her boy and gets a sour reply, 
discusses a trip to Connacht with 
a particularly fanatical Gaelic 
Leaguer, that his aunt sings 
“ Arrayed for the Bridal.” The talk 
turns to great singers like Caruso, 
then to the Trappist monks who are 
supposed to sleep in their coffins; 
finally when Gabriel and his wife 
reach their hotel she breaks down 
and tells him of a boy in Galway 
who had been in love with her: 
one who sang “The Lass of 
Aughrim ” and finally died of cold 
through standing outside her win- 
dow. . Apparently, apart from the 
last couple of pages it consists of 
nothing but random conversations, 
and it is only when you study it 
with the minutest care that you 
realise that every subject discussed 
relates in one way or another to 
death and cold and Connacht, until 
ES the great cadensa of the snow 
which was “general. all over Iré- 
land” gathers all the loose strands 
together. No attempt is made by 
coincidence or any other device to 
engage your attention; nobody says 
or does anything which is in the 
least unusual; except for the care-

It 
has charm without insipidity and 
grace without mannerism, side by 
side with modesty and an abundant 
gift for humorous notation. Those 
readers who are as yet unacquainted 
with Lord Dunsany’s writings and 

rsonality will be astonished by 
is versatility. Not only is he 
capable of giving Alekhine a good 
game. of chess (though the Master 
won in the end), but he is a first- 
class shot, he is willing to try his 
hand at amateur ceramics, he is a 
euphonious poet in. the traditional 
style, and, of course, he is the 
creator of the incredible and de- 
lightful Jorkens. 

Unlike the prose of the book, 
beside. which it suffers by com- 
parison, the verse printed here lagks 
personality. The narrative passages 
dealing with the air trip over Africa 
are beautifully written, and are dis- 
tinguished by a richness of. observa- 
tion. ‘As one reads them and others 
like. them, one ‘realises that the 
writer; is one of those very rare 
people who can communicate the 
spirit of place. For example, his 
evocations of Cairo and Athens 
endow. those two cities with bright 
reality. 

The present volume is a charming. 
but casual, book. It is not a 
fragment of autobiography in the 
strict sense; for. Lord Dunsany is 
concerned with telling his readers 
what he did and what happened to 
him, rather than what he thought 
about his actions and adventures. 
With a writer of Lord Dunsany’s 
experience, this makes for a slight 
disappointment. However, there is 
no doubt that many readers will 
receive much pleasure from “ The 
Sirens Wake,” and will look forward

ESE are the first four volumes 
of a new series of art books, 

which is designed to cover 
eVentually all the European. schools 
of ‘painting. _The publishers give a 
list of projected volumes—twenty- 
six more. in all; the general editor 
is. Mr. R. H. Wilenski, and the 
people in charge of the different 
peeets are to include Dr. Thomas 
Bodkin, Mr. Stephen Spender and 
Mr. John Rothenstein. 


The plan, apparently, is to. offer |. 


‘to a wide. public a series of books 
at a modest price, giving a number 
of coloured plates, and an introduc- 
tion and notes by an eminent critic. 
With. the plates there will be no 
quarrel. In each of these volumes 
there are ten of them, in full and 
adequate colour, and reproduced on 
a reasonably large scale. This is 
‘good value for the money. The 
text is not quite so satisfactory. The 
general feeling of the writers 
appears to be that they are showing 
off the pictures to a very middle- 
brow collection of readers, and they 
‘display a certain tendency to be 
superficial—which is hardly to be 
wondered at, in the space at their 
disposal—and to “write down.” 
But this is a small enough defect 
in What promises to be an excel- 
lent series.

POLAND'S-TRAGEDY 


The talks between Mr. Ernest 
Bevin, British Foreign Secretary, 
and representatives of the Polish 
Government, which have been 
taking place in’ London, seem to 
be approaching “a ' reasonably 
satisfáctory- ending. They are 
concerned mainly with problems 
of finance. The Polish delegates 
are, Mr. Modzelewski,’ Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
and Mfr:- Strasburger, Polish 
Ambassador to London; and the 
question to be decided is who is 
to pay for the expenses incurred 
in connection with the Polish 
Army during the war. Ever since 
the rape of Poland in the 
autumn of 1939 there has been a 
Polish Government in London, 
and very substantial numbers of 
Polish citizens fought against the 
Germans with the British Army. 
Actually, they served under the 
command of the British General 


| Staff, fhd distinguished them- 


selves. wherever they fought, 
especially in ' Italy, where ‘they 
took a prominent part in the 
battle for Monte Cassino. “The. 
Polish airmen; who worked in 


| conjunction with the Royal Air 


Force, were among the best and 
most fearless pilots of the whole 
war. Now the bill must be paid. 
His Majesty’s Treasury recks 
nothing of military valour. Its 
chief job is to square its 
accounts; and on paper the 
Polish Government owes it quite 
a formidable:sum of mofiey. The 
sum .involved in the arming and 
equipping of the Polish forces 
during ‘the war came to 
£75,000,000.. The British Govern- 
ment, recognising the invaluable 
services of the Polish Army and 
Air Force in the common cause, 
is prepared to waive its claim to 
this sum; but it takes the view 
that the Polish Government ought 
to be responsible—now that vic- 
tory has been won—for a further 
sum of £71,000,000, comprising 
£45,000,000 for pay and allow- 
ances to the Polish troops, and 
£26,000,000 for the maintenance 
of civilian refugees in the Middle 
East and elsewhere. The Polish 
Government is fully prepared to 
pay the £26,000,000; but it regards 
the sum of £45,000,000 as exces- 
sive. Its representatives argue that 
not only did the Polish Army and 
Air Force fight. under British 
command, but they were used in 
many cases directly in the defence 
of Great Britain. Many persons 
in England agree with them—for 
a variety of reasons, The British 
have come badly out of the war 
which they did so much td win; 
but their position is not quite so 
bad as that of the Poles. 
Treasuries in every country are 
heartless institutions whose policy 
inevitably is governed by the 
-sordid logic of. arithmetic; but we: 


‘are glad to see that public opinion 
in Great Britain, as reflected in 


the leading columns of The 
Times, is more than anxious to 
give the Poles even something 
better than-a square deal. The 
British themselves: at the moment 
are sweating under the lash of 
the hard bargain that. has been 
‘driven -at their expénse by. the 
Americans; but it is“encouraging 
to note that the idea of 
noblesse oblige is still alive in 
Great Britain, and that the 


| Polish case, in respect of finance, 


is receiving highly sympathetic 
consideration. 
There have been many 
tragedies during the war that has 
just ended. Vast areas of Europe 
have been shattered, including 
repositories of secular culture 
which never can be restored. 
Nations have suffered irreparable 
hurt; but none of them. has 
suffered more, than Poland, When 
Hitler decided to make his fatal 
bid for world. power, Poland was 
the first country, against. which 
he directed his milifary might. 
No sooner had, the Germans 


| started: than the Russians, acting 


with cynical: realism, moved into- 
Polish. territory from the. East, 
thereby accomplishing’ a. fourth 
The Poles fought like 
tigers in defence of their 
homeland; but from the start 
theits: was a hopeless battle. 
Nevertheless, they did not give 
up. Poland was the only. countty 
in the war that never produced a 
Quisling. Her army went into 
exile to carry on the fight under 
the British, and ultimately also 
under. the American flag, while 
the people who were forced to 


1. stay. at home went through the 


horrors of hell on earth for six 
terrible years. - --Now the actual 
fighting -is ‘over; but Poland's’ 
position remains obscure. “A big 
slice of her territory has been 
filched from her, solely because 
the Russians decided to filch it. 
The . so-called “Curzon -.Line” 
has become  Poland’s . eastern 
frontier, © although the only 
‘Polish citizens who acquiesced in 
this. change were the persons 
mobilised - by the Russians in 
Lublin, who now, for. most prac- 
tical ‘purposes, have become the 
Government of the new Poland. It 
is true that Poland s been com- 
pensated for her cession of terri- | 
tory to Liver the ig sii of.

Yo-Yo 


An amusing toy has returned 
to the shops after an absence of 
ten years. The Yo-Yo made its 
first appearance in 1930, and 
became a habit with a great 
many people. It consisted of a 


groove cut through its centre, 
and there was a length of string 
coiled within it. When one 
ought one’s first Yo-Yo, one was 
quite content to let it amble up 
and down the string. Practice 
brought ambition, however, and 
an ingenious mind could dis- 
cover, without difficulty, that the 
Yo-Yo could be induced to leap 
over the wrist that held it, and 
that a system of gearing could 
be arranged, by tying knots in 
the string. Children were the 
most proficient at it, but they 
were not the only people who 
practised it with attention and 
absorption. Adults frowned over 
their own exertions, as they 
‘stood in theatre queues or as 
they waited for “buses. There 
were inter-family competitions, 
and even senior partners in 
reputable law firms found them- 
selves in furtive rivalry with 
their juniors. For nearly five 
years, this humble toy obsessed 
people. The YoYo had a 
long life, longer than most 
gadgets of its kind. There were 
rivals, of course, but none of 
them stood the test of time so 
staunchly. For example, a contrap- 
tion—and contraption is the 
word—called Diavolo, made a 
vain attempt to wrest. the 
supremacy. It justified its name 
amply. It was composed of two 
sticks, which were joined 
together at their tops by.a piece 
of string. One was presented 
with the problem of balancing, 
on this, string, a wooden object 
which tapered at its centre. It 
was difficult to do, for it required 
a sense of timing that would not 
have been discreditable to a 
table-tennis champion. The Yo- 
Yo was ideal of its kind, because 
it wedded simplicity to potential 
complexity. The Pogo Stick was 
an American idea, and an 
eccentric means of transport. It 
was a four-foot pole with a 
strong spring at its base and two 
rests for the feet. Or put one’s 
feet on the rests and bounded 
along - like a befuddled grass- 
hopper. It had fair success on 
‘the far side of. the Atlantic, pos- 
‘sibly bécause Americans are 
intrigued by anything that will 
save walking. The return of the 
Yo-Yo, however, is surely a sign 
that peace is here. Yo-Yos and 
war cannot live. with each 
other.

The Irish Mail 


Not for some years have there 
been so many passengers in Decem- 
ber on the Irish mail, which will 
celebrate 100 years of service in 
three years time. 

It was on August Ist, 1848, that 
the first train left Euston. In 1860 
the Irish mail was covering the 264 
miles between Euston and Holyhead 
at the unprecedented average speed 
for those days of 42 miles an hour. 

Water troughs were laid between 
the rails for the first time for the 
Irish mail in 1861. Fourteen years 
later sleeping cars were introduced, 
but it was not possible to have 
breakfast and dinner on the train 
until 1895, 


Television Plans

Dermod O’Brien’s Pictures 

The exhibition of the late 
Dermod O’Brien’s pictures already 
has been a great success. His 
collection, in a way, was unique, in- 
cluding, as it did, some of the best 
work of our modern, and even not 
sO modern, painters. His own work 
has considerable charm. Dermod 
O’Brien, if you like, was a repre- 
sentational artist of an older school 
than that to which so many of our 
bright young things belong to-day: 
but he knew how to paint what he 
saw, which is more than can be 
said of many who have built up 
meretricious reputations during the 
last twenty odd years. 

Í was delighted to hear, a few 
days ago. that “D. O’B.’s” half- 
brother, Conor, had come back to 
Dublin once more. Concer O’Brien, 
so far as I know, has no particular 
interest in pictorial art: but he is 
a remarkable man. for all that. 
When I say that’ Conor O’Brien 
is a remarkable fellow, I mean 
just that! He is the complete 
sailor. During the first World War 
he served in the R.N.V.R.,° but 
before that, when he was an 
enthusiastic yachtsman, he was one 
of those who were involved in the 
famous gun-running exploits at 
Howth and Kilcoole. If is not 
without interest, by the way. to 
recall the fact that nearly all. if not 
all, the people who were actively 
concerned in that adventure. were 
Protestants. Sir Roger Casement 
was somewhere in the background, 
and the individuals who did most 
of the actual work were Erskine 
Childers, father of the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister 
for Local Government: Conor 
O’Brien, Mary Spring Rice, a 
member of the Monteagle family, 
and Darrell Figgis. 


The “ Saoirse ” 

Conor O'Brien” then served 
through the war, coming home to 
Ireland when it was over. 1 got 
to know him just before he 
decided to sail round the world: in

had done. most of his time. in sail- 
ing-ships, was not so very hot- as 
the commander of a motor-boat. 
with the result that we broke down 
several times on the way to Dun 
Laoghaire Pier. arriving -extremely 
late at our destination, much to the 
chagrin of the reception committee. 


An Artistic Minister 


A few nights ago I had the 


pleasure to meet for the first: time 
Mr. Seán Moylan, Minister for 
Lands. It was not the first time I 
had seen him; for he has been an 
active member of the Dail for many 
years. 

The first occasion on which 1 saw 
Mr. Moylan was during the classic- 
ally boring debates in Earlsfort 
terrace in the winter of 1921-1922, 
when the Anglo-Irish Treaty was 
being discussed. In an _ article 
which I wrote at the time, I referred 
to the present Minister in the

Minister of State in the year-of 
grace, 1945, and that he ant! 
should have been engaged ina 
perfectly friendly discussion on. (Be 
subject of Dermod O’Brien’s colter- 
tion of pictures in a Dubhn 
drawingroom. I! should have recem- 
mended my informant to consulta 
psychiatrist without further ade. 
Fighting in Cork — 
There is a great deal more-- “mM 
Sean Moylan than meets the eye 
For example, he is acht 
fanatically fond of pictures, of 
which he has bought guite a few 
during, recent years. How he came 
to be interested in art Í shall 
explain later on. —During 
famous “ Troubles” Sean Mo 
was the uncrowned King of Noótth ' 
Cork—and, believe me, althoygh 
to all outward seeming he— is 
the mildest of men, he “was. 
pretty tough as a guerrilla fighter. 
He was—and still is—rather an. 
unusual person, One day, it apnears, 
he was taking a country walk in his: 
area,. when he came across a 
gentleman fishing peacefully in a: 
local river.» He recognised the. 
fisherman as the British General 
Lucas, and, having a revolver in 
his pocket, prdmptly took the 
astonished General prisoner! Mr. 
Moylan evidently had knightly 
ideas regarding the treatment of 
prisoners, because. having driven 
General Lucas right across the’ 
County of Cork in a ricketty motor- 
car, deposited him in a place where. 
he was given the fullest freedom to 
spend his time fishing away to his 
heart’s content. Afterwards, when 
he had found himself free again,: 
General Lucas invited his captor to. 
visit. him at his English  estate,: 
where he promised him equivalent ‘ 
hospitality! The two became good i 
friends. at 
While on his way across the? 
County of Cork. Sean Moylan and‘ 
his prisoner. never even were. 
challenged, although the trip took, 
several hours, and Cork was a, 
hothed at:the time. General Lucas’ 
must have had a sense of humour; . 
for one of his few remarks to his host 
was: “And I was under the im- 
pression that We were in military . 
occupation of this country! ” 


How it Happened 


So much for that. In the frfl-:: 
ness of time Mr. Moylan was cap- , 
tured, and eventually was put un. 
trial fer his life. His hands were ! 
handcuffed behind his back, and he 
was undergoing rather a painful 
ordeal, when a young officer came 
along and saw his plight. New 
handcuffs were produced with a 
connecting chain that left plenty of ; 
freedom, and the Minister’s hands , 
were promptly restored to the front 
of his body. He was flabbereasted, : 
and said to the officer, ““Why on. 
earth are you doing this for me? ” 
“ Because I happen to be British.” 
came-the reply: and Mr. Movian 
is still trying to figure that out! 

But I must get on with the storv 
about Mr. Moylan’s interest in art. 
He Was put on trial on a capital 
charge. and came to the not un- 
natural corclusion that his number 
was up. There was no point in 
defending a case which, in all the 
grim circumstances of the timé: 
seemed. to be honeless. Then the 
late Albert Wood, K.C.. hove +n 
sight. Albert, I need hardly remind 
my readers. was one of those 
“Southern Unionists” whom.. the 
Minister castigated so fiercely as a 
politician! I am not clear as to 
the actual details of the case; buf 
Wood defended Mr. Movian, wha 
refused to recognise the Court. with 
the result that instead of a death 
sentence. the Minister got seventeen 
years in jail!

They had heard a let 
talk about the powers which wauld 
be exercised by the bureaucrats in 
the Custom House under the bill, 
The Act, he said, provided to make 
venereal disease an infectious 
disease, 

It was a serious preblem, a .-fh- 
cult and delicate one. Supposing 
that through one of their V.D, 
clinics it came to their knowledge 
that a certain lady, leading a 
promiscuous life, had a very serious 
form of V.D. “Now,” he con- 
tinued, “deputies may have very 
different views on this matter. Some 
may be cancerned with the moral 
aspect, and others may have views 
as to how such a problem should be 
handled. I want deputies to believe 
what I believe, that in the first case 
a considerable majority of these 
unfortunate women are the victims 
of society. 


CHRISTIAN CHARITY 

“They have broken the Com- 
mandments and outraged conven- 
tion, but if they have, bear in mind 
that our civilised society treats them 
more harshly because of the fact 
that they have violated convention 
more than the ws of God. In 
my opinion we have to exercise 
Christian charity instead of treating 
that unfortunate ouftast at the 
present time as somebody untouch- 
able.

SECRETARY’S POLICY 

Dr. Ward said that he wanted to 
be in a Em to say to such 
people: “We won't allow you to 
remain at large while you are a 
carrier of that disease.”

VALUABLE FEATURES 

Mr. W, NORTON (Lab.) said 
the bill contained many valuable 
features, and tended to better the 
standard of public health in the 
country. In a country where the 
standard of public health was not 
high, and when social services were 
low any bill which hoped to pro- 
mote new social services was one 
to be cogmended by all parties. 

“The “biggest enemy. of good 
health in this country,” he said, “is 
ow wages and unemployment,” It 
was never possible to maintain 
good health in a country whére 
there was unemployment of the 
dimensions they had here. So long as 
they had slums they could never 
have good health. He was surprised 
at the manner in which the Opposi- 
tion had assailed the bill, on the 
rounds that it was a danger to the 
iberty of the citizen. He did not 
think that the sections of the bill 
dealing with inspection and ex- 
amination would be enforced in 
an evileminded way, as Deputy 
Hughes had suggested. Jt was 
Carrying criticism to grotesque ex- 
tremes to suggest that a man might 
be stopped in the street, stripped, 
examined, arrested, removed from 
his family, and finally have some 
yital organs removed from his 
body. Any sane. person would re- 
fuse to believe that anything like 
that was going to happen, 


PUBLIC IGNORANCE 


“The most appalling thing we 
have in this country is superstition 
and ignorance that surrounds 
tuberculosis,” said Mr. Norton. 
They should try by every 
means. possible to get people 
to abandon that mentality, and to 
make a contribution to the elimina- 
tien of the disease. His informa- 
tion was that the powers conferred 
‘by the bill would be generally wel- 
igomed by the medical profession, if 
administered in a reasonable way.

The one blot on the bill was that it 
obliged the local authorities to pra- 
vide allowances for sufferers from 
tuberculosis. This disease was a 
national scourge, and would con- 
tinue to be so, and they must realise 
that as a problem it must be dealt 
with nationally, and the central 
authority must take the responsi- 


scourge -an adequate scale of 
allowances. He asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to reconsider this 
aspect of the bill.

BIG PROBLEM 

What could they do when people 
were noticed to have an infectious 
disease except iselate them?

TF by any chance dairying should 

decline, there would be a cor- 
responding reduction in the number 
of cattle, and in cattle we have the
